Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  1957 « 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 

Wirksworth  Urban  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and.  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  on  the 
state  of  the  Public  Health  of  the  Urban  District  for  the  year  1957* 

The  report  gives  detailed  information  of  statistics 
including  vital  statistics  of  the  Urban  District.  The  work  of  the 
Sanitary  Department  is  described  in  detail  in  the  Public  Health 
Inspector’s  report  and  illustrates  well  the  variety  of  duties  which 
that  department  is  called  upon  to  perform. 

Wirksworth  is  an  old  historic  Town,  and  there  has  been 
a  small  but  continued  rise  in  population  over  the  years.  The  figure, 
this  year,  is  somewhat  lower  than  last. 

The  child  population  is  relatively  more  healthy,  and  this 
is  reflected,  I  think,  in  the  small  incidence  of  Infectious  Disease, 
mainly  Measles,  Chicken-Pox  and  a  few  cases  of  Whooping  Cough.  The 
reason  for  the  improvement  in  health  is,  I  think,  in  some  measure  due 
to  the  regular  milk  and  meals  at  School  and  to  a  better  standard  of 
living  generally.  A  further  indication  of  improved  health  may  be  taken 
from  the  lower  death-rate  figure,  and  increase  in  the  birth  rate. 

When  we  look  at  the  causes  of  death,  we  find  that  these 
are  mainly  cardiac -vascular  and  the  death  returns  show  that  the  agos 
are,  on  the  whole,  well  advanced.  It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  the 
number  of  deaths  from  Cancer  is  considerably  lower  this  year. 

Some  of  the  occupants  of  properties  which  have  come  under 
Demolition  or  Closing  Orders,  have  been  re-housed,  but  there  is  still 
a  need  for  more  housing  accommodation.  Unfortunately  future  building 
policy  has  been  affected  by  the  ’’Credit  Squeeze ®,  and  we  look  forward 
to  the  time  when  National  Economic  improvement  will  make  it  possible  to 
embark  once  more  on  a  further  building  pro, gramme. 

Regarding  Refuse  Collecting,  I  have  always  deplored  the 
vehicle  having  to  be  used  for  snow-ploughing.  The  new  arrangement  of 
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hiring  a  vehicle  fit  for  the  job  is  admirable  and  has  many 
advantages. 

In  a  quarrying  district  as  this  is,  atmospheric 
pollution  by  dust  is  liable  to  take  place,  and  complaints  have 
boon  lodgod,  Tho  firms  concerned  are  veil  aware  of  the  need  for 
every  effort  to  control  this  nuisance,  and  in  most  cases,  they 
have  shown  a  willing  co-operation. 

You  will  seo  from  the  report  of  tho  Public  Health 
Inspector  that  the  standard  of  Pood  Hygiene  has  in  most  cases 
improved  and  that  tradesmen  are  becoming  more  hygiene  conscious, 

I  feel  there  is  still  a  need  for  more  care  in  ’handling'  of  food  in 
this  Country  generally,  and  by  that  I  mean  less  use  of  'hands’  and 

I 

more  of  suitable  instruments  for  'handling',  I  would  like  to  see  this 
extended  even  to  uncooked  food;  perfection  in  hygienic  handling  of  all 
food  stuffs  should  be  the  first  line  of  defence.  How  often  one  sees 
food  handled  and  money  changed  without  the  slightest  precaution. 

There  has  been  a  definite  improvement  in  recent  years 
in  the  koeping  quality  of  milk  supplies,  and  this  is  borne  out  by  the 
reports  on  samples  taken  this  year,  showing,  I  think,  that  those  engaged 
in  milk  production,  handling  and  distribution,  are  aware  of  tho 
importance  of  cleanliness  and  sterilization,  and  are  conversant  with 
the  technique  required  to  maintain  tho  necessary  standard. 

In  conclusion,  I  should  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of 
thanking  the  Members  of  the  Council,  for  their  continued  co-operation 
and  helpful  understanding.  I  am  ever  appreciative  of  tho  conscientious 
and  methodical  manner  in  which  Mr,  Taylor,  Public  Health  Inspector, 
attends  to  his  duties,  and  to  him  and  the  Staff  who  render  me  assistance, 
I  tender  my  sincere  thanks.

Hater  Supply. 

(a)  Both  the  quality  and  quantity  of  the  water  supplied  for  the  Middleton 
and  the  Wirksworth  Area  have  been  satisfactory  during  the  year  1957, 
and  the  actual  results  of  all  samples  taken  by  the  Public  Health 
Inspector  and  submitted  for  Bacteriological  Examination  are  set  out 
in  the  Inspector’s  portion  of  this  report. 

00  No  major  works  of  improvements  to  plant  or  sources  of  supply  have  been 
carried  out  during  the  year 
Re -Grouping  of  Hater  Undertakings. 

In  February  1957,  Members  and  Officials  of  the  ¥ irksworth  Urban 
District  Council  attended  a  Conference  of  Representatives  of  Hater 
Undertakings  in  the  proposed  South  Derbyshire  Hater  Area  according  to  the 
suggestions  contained  in  the  Hawksworth  Report  of  1950.  This  meeting  was 
convened  at  the  County  Offices,  Derby,  by  the  Derbyshire  County  Council, 

Since  that  date,  a  number  of  meetings  have  taken  place  between  Statutory 

I  Hater  Undertakings  in  the  suggested  South  Derbyshire  Water  Area  in  order 
i  to  discuss  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  Circular  No.  52/1956  - 
"Re-grouping  of  Water  Undertakings".  In  July  1957  an  "ad-hoc"  Committee 
J  was  established  to  give  further  detailed  consideration  to  a  Joint  Water  Board, 
and  the  Wirksworth  Urban  District  Council  became  Members  of  that  Committee. 
Early  in  the  now  year  it  is  hoped  to  arrange  a  further  meeting  of  the 
’"ad-hoc** 1  Committee  at  the  Derbyshire  County  Council  Offices  and  to  secure  the 
attendance  of  Mr.  V.A.  Wood,  Assistant  Secretary,  Ministry  of  Housing  and 
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Local  Government*

(a)  During  the  year  a  n ew  length  of  Main  Sever  was  laid  by  the  Council 
at  the  top  Vos  tern  end  of  Sumner  Lane,  Virksworth,  in  order  to 
provide  for  the  development  of  land  in  that  area.  This  work  was 
satisfactorily  completed  by  '.Private  Contractors  on  behalf  of  the 
Council, 

(b)  Main  Sewer.  Middleton, 

Following  a  report  which  the  ’lib lie  Health  Inspector  gave  to  the 
Public  Health  Committee  of  the  Virksworth  Council  in  January  of  1957,  he 
was  authorised  to  employ  the  Council’s  Contractors  to  carry  out  any 
necessary  works  with  new  stoneware  pipes  in  mass  concrete  to  the  Main 
Sewer  at  Middleton,  over  a  particular  length  which  had  been  causing 
considerable  trouble  for  some  time.  The  testing,  locating  and. 
repairing  of  this  sewer  extended  over  a  period  from  the  10th  of  January, 
1957,  to  the  22nd  of  January,  1957,  during  which  time  a  number  of  defective 
and  crushed  lengths  of  sewer  wore  found  and  repaired  and  the  new  lengths 
surrounded  in  mass  concrete.  New  manholes  were  also  constructed  wherever 
necessary.  The  Public  Health  Inspector  stated  that  this  had  been  a 
major  repair  job,  and  he  further  informed  the  Committee  that,  from  tests 
and  observations,  it  was  apparent  that  the  length  of  sewer  from  the 
Guest  House,  Middleton,  up  to  The  Green  (including  lengths  along  New  Boad 
and  Vater  Lane)  was  in  a  crushed  condition,  and  that  it  would  be  in  the 
Council’s  interest  to  relay  the  whole  of  this  sewer.  He  suggested  that 
this  could  be  done  over  a  period  of  years  relaying  a  portion  annually, 
and  that  a  sum  of  £500  might  be  included  in  the  .Annual  Estimate  until 
such  work  was  completed. 

(c)  A  number  of  major  blockages  on  various  lengths  of  Main  Sewer  were 
relieved  during  the  year  by  the  Council’s  own  Vorkmen,  in  some  cases 
assisted  by  Contractors  and  using  winches  and  sewer  devils. 

(d)  Other  than  those  major  items  reported  above,  normal  day-to-day  repairs 
and  maintenance  of  the  Council’s  sewerage  system  sufficed  to  keep  the 
Town’s  '  ublic  Sewers  in  working  order.

HOUSING-  BY  URBAN  DISTRICT  COUNCIL. 


As  explained  in  my  1 956  report,  the  whole  of  the  Council's 


Building  Programme  is  now  concentrated  on  the  now  Main  Site  West  of  Derby 
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Road,  Wirksworth,  and  during  tho  year  undor  review  the  Council  have 
provided  a  further  sixteen  units  of  housing  accommodation  consisting 
of  the  following : - 

Yfirksworth  Main  Derby  Road  Site, 

4x1  Bedroom  Bungalows, 

6x2  Bodroomed  Houses, 

6x3  ’* 

At  the  time  of  -writing  this  report,  the  Council  have  not 
approved  any  further  Building  Programme,  and  unfortunately  this  means 
that  no  further  action  con  he  takon,  for  the  time  being  at  any  rate, 
with  tho  re-housing  of  tenants  from  properties  which  are  the  subject 
of  Demolition  Orders  and  Closing  Orders.  Tho  Council’s  reluctance 
to  embark  on  the  next  stage  of  their  Building  Programme  is  naturally 
influenced  by  the  prosent  high  ratos  of  interest  on  loans,  and  one  can 
only  hope  that  there  will  be  some  relief  in  this  direction  in  tho  vory 
near  future  in  order  to  enable  tho  Council  to  resume  their  activities  in 
this  most  important  sphere. 

It  is  ironical  that  now  tho  Council  have  no  shortage  of  building 
sites  for  Council  Houses,  yet  they  feel  indisposed  to  carry  on  with  this 
programme  owing  to  outside  circumstances  beyond  their  control. 

In  any  case  the  prosent  stalemate  cannot  continue  indefinitely, 
and  tho  Council  will  undoubtedly  have  to  give  serious  thought  to  this 
matter  early  in  the  new  year. 

HOUSING  -  GENERALLY. 

Except  in  isolated  cases  the  coming  into  operation  of 
tho  Rent  Act,  1957,  has  not  materially  eased  the  situation  with  regard  to 
tho  repair  of  older  typo  of  properties  within  tho  Urban  District,  Owners, 
on  the  whole,  are  still  most  reluctant  to  spend  more  than  the  bare  minimum 
on  old  cottages  of  50  years  plus  vintage,  Tho  Public  Health  Officer’ s 
powers  of  porsuation  as  distinct  from  Statutory  procedure,  are  taxed  to 
the  utmost  when  endeavouring  to  obtain  some  degree  of  relief  for  tho 
tenants  of  such  cottages. 

Efforts  in  this  direction  are,  of  course,  day-to-day  routine 
in  the  Public  Health  Department,  but  I  am  afraid  that  the  question  of 
equity  between  Landlord  and  Tenant  always  comes  to  the  fore  very  early  in 

any  conversations  with  either  party,  and  believe  me,  when  ono  seeks  to  bo 
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fair  and  impartial  in  dealings  of  this  kind,  thon  tho  problem  is  indood 
a  most  difficult  ono. 

In  my  last  year’s  report  I  explained  that  the  Council  could, 
of  course,  with  the  Ministry’s  permission,  odd  to  thoir  approvod  5  year 
housing  plan  as  they  think  fit,  or  as  opportunity  presents  itsolf,  but 
unfortunately  owing  to  the  reasons  explained  undor  the  sub-heading  abovo 
(i.o,  '"Housing  by  Urban  District  Council'")  there  will  bo  no  help  coming 
from  this  direction  in  tho  immediate  future.  Viewing  the  picture  of 
housing  conditions  throughout  the  district  as  a  whole,  which  of  necessity 
I  must,  then  one  reaches  the  conclusion  that  at  tho  prosent  time  the 
outlook  is  anything  but  a  bright  ono. 

Tho  first  Private  Development  House  on  a  portion  of  the 
Council’s  now  Derby  Road  Estate  is  now  nearing  completion,  and  I  hope 
that  when  this  is  occupied  other  private  developers  will  bo  attracted  to 
tho  area.  The  two  Police  Houses  on  the  same  estate  have  now  been  erected 
by  tho  Derbyshire  County  Council  and  will  be  occupied  early  in  the  now 
year. 

Private  Enterprise  throughout  tho  Urban  District  has  resulted 
in  tho  erection  of  a  further  four  bungalows  and  ono  flat. 

I  think  the  Members  of  the  Council  will  be  interested  in  the 
following  table  which  indicates  the  total  number  of  new  houses  completed 
by  both  Private  Enterprise  and  the  Local  Authority  in  tho  Wirksworth  Urban

Once  again,  the  Council  have  continued  to  exercise  strict  control 
throughout  the  whole  of  their  area  during  the  year,  with  the  result  that 
there  has  Been  no  growth  of  undesirable  unlicensed  dwellings  or  sites  within 
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the  boundaries  of  the  Urban  District, 

In  the  table  of  General  Sanitary  Administration  I  have  shown 
one  site  and  one  dwelling  under  the  sub-heading  of  "moveable  dwellings". 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  under  review,  it  was  reported  to  mo 
by  the  /ire a  Planning  Officer  that  a  caravan  had  been  sited  on  Plot  1124 
of  Ordnance  Survey  Sheet  Derbyshire  XXXIX.6  (i,e,  on  the  North  East  side 
of  Ashleyhay  La.no),  This  was  not  a  Licensod  Camping  Site  and  no 
application  had  been  received  under  either  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936, 
Section  269,  or  the  Town  and  Country  Planning  Act,  1947# 

I  immediately  took  up  this  question  with  both  the  owner  of  the 
caravan  and  the  representative  acting  for  the  owner  of  the  field,  and  I 
am  pleased  to  be  ablo  to  report  that  in  the  December  of  1957  I  was  able 
to  inform  both  my  Council  and  the  Planning  Officer  that  the  caravan  had  been 
moved  from  this  site. 

On  no  other  occasion  during  the  year  wa s  it  necessary  to  take 
any  speoific  action  regarding  individual  infringements  of  the  Acts  relating 
to  tents,  vans  and  similar  structures. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE  AND  DISINFECTION. 

It  is  a  great  pleasure  and  indeed  a  record  to  bo  able  to  report 
that  during  the  year  1957  there  were  no  cases  of  infectious  disease  notified 
within  the  Urban  Area  which  necessitated  the  Nodical  Officer  of  Health 
instructing  me  to  carry  out  disinfection, 

DISINFESTATION. 

Once  again  no  cases  of  bod  bug  infestation  were  brought  to  ry 
notico  during  the  year. 

As  in  previous  years,  complaints  were  received  from  time  to  time 
regarding  info  station  of  old  properties  with  woodworm  and  the  death  watch 
beetle,  and  in  all  instances  the  occupants  wore  given  the  necessary  advice 

and  instructions  on  how  to  deal  with  these  posts, 

% 

The  Council’s  Powder  Blowers  and  Insecticide  Sprayers  were  used 
whenever  necessary  with  gratifying  results. 

In  one  particular  instance  the  Council's  Staff  we  re  requested  to 
assist  in  the  eradication  of  red-mite  from  two  lofts  and  the  necessary 

treatment  was  carried  out  at  the  usual  Private  Works  charges. 
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The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  I  were  called  upon  to 
investigate  one  particularly  deplorable  case  during  the  Winter  of 
1957.  The  cottage  was  occupied  by  an  elderly  couple  and  after  a 
number  of  visits  and  inspections  had  been  made,  during  which  period 
the  woman  had  died  following  an  accident,  it  was  possible  to  secure 

t 

the  removal  of  the  man  to  hospital,  vdicre  he  could  receive  proper 
attention.  Subsequently  arrangements  were  made  for  the  necessary 
disinfestation  of  the  promises. 

In  another  instance,  together  with  Mr.  Jackson  the  Welfare 
Officer,  visits  were  made  to  a  cottage  occupied  by  an  old  lady,  and  this 
proved  to  be  a  rather  sad  case.  The  person  concerned  was  rathor  feeble 
and  almost  stone  deaf  and  her  only  consolation  appeared  to  bo  an  enormous 
number  of  cats  which  lived  in  the  house.  The  relatives  were  contacted, 
and  towards  the  end  of  the  year  I  think  it  true  to  state  that  there  had 
been  some  alleviation  of  the  conditions  in  which  this  old  person  lived. 
This  was  a  particularly  difficult  case  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the

relatives  wished  to  assist,  although  until  our  intervention  their  advances 
had  been  rejected.

(a)  QUALITY : - 

I  have  continued  to  take  monthly  samples  of  Public  Water  supplies  from 
both  the  Wirksworth  and  the  Middleton  Areas  throughout  the  year,  and 
once  again  the  quality  of  tho  various  supplies  has  been  maintained, 

any  unsatisfactory  samples  being  duo  to  tho  open  reservoirs  and  not 
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to  tho  actual  sources  of  supply.  The  Council’s  Water  Bailiff  has 
continued  to  carry  out  chlorination  of  the  supplies  whenever  necessary 
during  the  warmer  months  of  the  year,  hut  he  has  not  found  this  to  he 
essential  during  tho  Winter  Months. 

(h)  QU/JMTITY :  - 

Once  again,  as  in  the  previous  year,  there  was  no  shortage  of  water 
whatsoever  in  the  Wirksworth  Urban  District  during  tho  period  under 
review*  the  Council’s  Springs  and  Bore  holes  were  quite  adequate  to  meet 
the  needs  of  the  district,  and  in  fact  kept  plenty  in  reserve. 

(ii)  LISTING  AMD  S&.PLING:- 

Twenty-f ivo  samples  in  all  were  submitted  to  the  County  Bacteriologist 
during  the  year  and,  of  these,  twenty- three  v/ero  satisfactory  and  two 
unsatisfactory.  The  roason  for  the  two  unsatisfactory  samples  which 
came  from  the  Main  Town  Supplies  is  explained  in  paragraph  (i)  (a)  above.

REPUGN  COLLECTION. 

It  is  unfortunate  that  the  Refuse  Collection  Department 
experienced  long  periods  of  absence  from  duty  by  men  omployod  on  this 
work;  naturally  adding  to  the  total  cost  of  this  service  for  the  whole 
district.  Despite  this  fact,  hoivever,  it  was  again  possible  to 
maintain  a  weekly  collection  of  household  and  trade  refuse,  except,  of 
course,  during  holidays  and  very  inclement  weather* 

It  is  vrith  groat  pleasure  that  I  am  at  last  able  to  report, 
that  for  the  first  time  since  I  took  up  my  duties  with  the  Council,  it 
was  no  longer  necessary  for  the  Council’s  Refuse  Lorry  to  undertake 
snowploughing  duties  during  periods  of  severe  weather  conditions. 
Alternative  arrangements  have  now  been  made  for  the  carrying  out  of 
this  stronuous  work,  with  the  result  that  the  Refuse  Collecting  Staff 
are  now  able  to  devote  the  whole  of  their  time  to  cleansing  dutios. 
Furthermore ,  there  is  consequently  less  wear  and  tear  on  the  vehiclo* 

The  efficiency  of  the  Refuse  Collection  Service  has,  therefore,  boon 
increased  during  the  year  under  review,  and  it  is  very  gratifying  for 
mo  to  report  that  no  complaints  have  been  roceivod  in  my  Office  under 
this  heading  during  1957. 

In  addition  to  the  work  of  refuso  collection,  a  weokly 
collection  of  pail  and  privy  closets  was  also  maintained.  The  Uirksworth 
Town  Refuse  wa s  dealt  with  at  the  Hopton  Refuso  Tip  and  the  Middle ton-by- 
Y.'irksworth  Refuse  at  Middleton  Tip.

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As  an  analogy,  in  what  is  otherwise  a  rather  hiinda.no  subject, 
it  is  interesting  to  note  under  the  hoading  "Cost  of  Refuse  Collection 
and  Disposal™  that  these  expenses  nay  perhaps  host  be  illustrated  by 
comparing  the  costs  against  an  item  of  every-day  use.  For  instanco, 
how  much  more  effective  it  is  to  say  that  the  Town’s  Cleansing  Sorvico 
cost  the  equivalent  of  approximately  one  cigarette  per  person  por  week, 
rather  than  so  many  "Thousands  of  Pounds  per  year".  The  value  of  a 
Cleansing  Service  is  really  brought  home  when  expressed  as  the  abovo 
equivalent. 

ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION  AMD  SMOKE  ABATEMENT. 

(a)  I  suggested  in  my  last  year's  report  that  although  no  complaints  wore 
registered  under  this  heading  during  the  greater  portion  of  the  year, 
yet  towards  the  end  of  that  period  some  deterioration  of  conditions 
had  taken  place,  and  I  thought  that  it  might  be  necessary  for  tho 
Council  to  take  further  action  during  the  coming  year. 

The  necessity  for  this  action  became  apparent  very  early  in  the  year 
under  review,  and f in  March,  complaints  were  mode  to  the  Public  Health 
Committee  of  a  rocuicrenco  of  tho  Dust  Nuisance  at  one  of  the  quarries. 
Tho  question  was  immediately  taken  up  with  the  firm  concerned, and  a 
meeting  on  the  site  was  arranged.  At  the  site  meeting  tho  Council 
were  assured  that  it  was  the  Company’s  intention  to  extend  progressively 
the  improvement  whic h  had  been  made  in  connection  with  the  operation 
of  the  crushing,  screening  and  grinding  plants  located  in  the  Quarry, 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  was  also  asked  to  give  his  observations, 
upon  this  matter,  particularly  as  to  the  effect  of  dust  on  the  health 
of  the  nearby  residents.  Since  the  site  meeting,  no  further  complaints 
have  been  registered  against  this  particular  firm. 

(b )  In  February  of  1957  it  was  also  necessary  for  the  Council  to 
communicate  with  another  of  the  quarries  situated  in  the  Urban  Area, 
drawing  their  attention  to  further  complaints  received  by  the  Public 
Health  Committee,  In  this  instance  it  appeared,  on  enquiry,  that  tho 
Quarry  Manager  had  found  a  blockage  in  one  of  the  ducts  loading  to  the 
Extracting  Plant  and  this  v/as  cleared  immediately;  following  which  no 
further  complaints  wore  received  for  some  time.  In  June,  the  Council 
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requested  the  Quarry  concerned  to  permit  them  to  inspect  their 
Bust  Prevention  Plant,  and  this  permission  v/as  willingly  given  by  the 
Company.  The  inspection  took  place  in  August,  and  the  fullest 
co-operation  was  received  from  the  Director  of  the  Company  who 
explained  the  improvements  and  expenditure  which  had  taken  place 
on  this  plant.  These  were  as  follows : - 

(i)  Circulating  pump  reconditioned. 

(ii) Electric  Motor  re -wound  and  over  hauled , 

(iii)Altorations  to  wot  spray  tanks. 

(iv)Comploto  overhauling  and  renewals  where  nocossary  to  tho  ducting 
systom  hy  tho  Manufacturers  of  tho  Dust  Extracting  Plant. 

No  fir.  thor  incident  took  placo  until  Decombor  of  tho  yoar  under  roviow 
when  once  again  I  had  occasion  to  discuss  tho  dust  problem  with  tho 
Manager  of  tho  Quarry.  On  tho  particular  morning  in  question  tho 
frost  was  very  sevoro  and  consequently  everything  in  the  quarry  was 
frozen,  Tho  danagor  stated  tliat  despite  all  precautions  having  been 
taken  and  every  effort  made,  it  was  utterly  impossible  to  got  tho 
spray  system  working  until  approximately  mid-day.  Coupled  together 
with  a  dense  low  lying  fog  this  unfortunately  created  some  degree  of 
atmospheric  pollution  at  house  top  level.  The  liana ger  assured  the 
Council  that  there  was  no  relaxation  on  the  maintenance  side  of  tho 
dust  supression  plant,  and  tho  Council  in  noting  his  comments,  decided 
to  keep  the  matter  under  observation  during  the  coming  yoar,

East  Midlands  sinco  1946  is  being  transferred  and  he  has  written  thanking 
the  Council  for  tho  help  and  co-operation  extended  to  him  during  those  yoars. 

He  states  that  ho  is  sure  the  association  v/hich  lias  been  built  up  lias  to 
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a  groat  extant  contributed  to  the  overall  efficiency  of  rodent 
control  exercised  by  the  Local  Authorities  in  the  proa. 

It  will  he  interesting  to  see  how  the  re-organisation 
of  the  department  will  affect  work  under  this  heading  during  the 
coming  yoar.

A.  Educational  Activity,  With  the  approval  of  the  Radical  Officer  of 
Health  various  posters  and  wall  sheets  on  clean  food  and  the  dangers 
of  food  poisoning  have  toeen  displayed  in  the  area.  The  subject  matter 


of  these  posters  is,  of  course,  changed  from  time  to  time. 

5*  Disposal  of  Condemned  Rood.  Condemned  food  is  disposed  of  locally 
either  toy  incineration  wherever  possible,  or  failing  this,  on  the 
Council’s  Refuse  Tips.  With  regard  to  salvaged  food,  the  procedure 
is  of  course  now  sot  out  in  Ministry  of  Pood  Circular  MF/l 9/53  issued 
under  the  Salvaged  Goods  (Revocation)  Order,  1953* 

6.  Special  Examination  of  Pood.  There  were  no  outstanding  instances  during 
1957  when  it  was  necessary  for  me  to  make  a  special  examination  of  any 
particular  foodstuffs,  and  for  the  most  part  routine  measures  have 
sufficed  during  the  present  period. 

7*  Ice-Cream  Regulations. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  I  have  not  toeen  called  upon  to 
inspect  and  register  any  now  premises  for  the  sale  of  ice-cream  during 
this  yoar.  However,  there  have  toeen  two  applications  for  removal 
of  shops  from  the  register,  and  one  application  for  a  transfer  of 
registration.  The  total  registrations  of  premises  for  the  sale  of 
ice-cream  ncrw  stands  at  17.  All  these  premises  have  toeen  regularly 
visited  toy  me  and  monthly  samples  hive  toeen  taken  v/herover  possible 
and  submitted  to  tho  County  Bacteriologist  for  oxminr tion.

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The  above  results  mean  that,  out  of  a  total  of  89  samples 


taken,  none  were  classified  as  unsatisfactory  hy  the  County 
Bacteriologist.  For  the  CouncilV,  information,  I  would  point  out 
that  both  Provisional  Grades  1  and  2  aro  acoeptod  by  the  Ministry 
as  satisfactory  standards,  and  I  have  no  doubt  the  Members  will 
agree  the  above  results  more  than  repay  the  time  and  trouble  taken 
in  sampling  when  figures  such  as  these  aro  obtained. 

In  all  cases,  whatever  the  results,  copies  of  the  County 
Bacteriologist’s  Report  have  been  forwarded  to  the  respective 
Retailers  so  that  they  are  kept  fully  informed.  Many  Retailers 
continue  to  display  these  results  in  their  shop  promises  for  the 
information  of  the  pure ha sing  Public. 

8.  Food  Hygiene  Regulations.  "1955/56. 

I  have  continued  to  carry  out  routine  inspections  under  this 
heading  and  it  is  gratifying  to  bo  able  to  report  that,  for  the  most 
part,  all  the  shops  in  the  Y/irksworth  and  Middleton  Areas  have  now 
been  brought  up  to  a  satisfactory  standard  in  order  to  comply  with 
these  regulations.  There  are  still,  of  course,  one  or  two  cases  in 
which  further  improvements  are  necessary,  and  I  am  pressing  both 
owners  and  Contractors  to  give  these  matters  their  early  attention. 

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  following  my  visits  to  certain  shops, 
the  owners  have  carried  out  additional  improvements  to  those  which 
I  originally  requested  attention,  and  I  do  feel  that  in  most  cases 
the  Tradesmen  themselves  are  becoming  more  hygiene  conscious;  which 
is  indeed  a  good  augury.

MILK  AND  DAIRIES  REGULATIONS,  1949. 

(a)  Routine  sampling  of  Pasteurised  Milks  lias  been  carried  out  by  mo  during 
1957,  and  a  total  of  118  samples  have  been  submitted  to  the  County 
Bacteriologist  for  examination.  Of  these,  90  were  pronounced 
satisfactory  under  the  Methylene  Blue  Test  and  none  unsatisfactory  under 
the  Phosphatase  Test.  The  reason  for  the  discrepancy  between  the  number 
of  samples  taken  and  the  number  of  Methylene  Blue  Tests  carried  out,  is 
explained  by  the  fact  that  in  28  instances  this  test  was  not  carried  out 
owing  to  the  shade  temperature  exceeding  65°F* 

Once  again  the  above  results  speak  for  themselves,  of  course,  and 
when  one  realises  that  there  were  no  failures  out  of  118  samples  taken 

by  me  in  your  area,  then  this  is  indeed  an  excellent  result. 
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sure  the  Council  will  agree  that  the  sampling  undertaken  hears 
positive  proof  of  the  high  standard  of  the  milk  sold  to  the  Public 
in  this  aroa,  and  when  results  such  as  these  can  he  obtained  over 
a  period  of  one  year  it  is  obvious  that  organised  sampling  has  the 
desired  effect, 

(b)  In  addition  to  the  above  designated  milk  samples ,  sixteen  samples 
of  Raw  T.T,  Milk  were  taken  by  me  from  two  farms  and  submitted  to 
the  County  Bacteriologist  for  Methylene  Blue  Tests  and  Biological 
Tests,  In  all  sixteen  samples  a  condition  of  tuberculosis  was  not 
found  in  guinea  pigs  by  post  mortem  examination  forty- two  days  after 
inoculation,  and  these  were,  therefore,  pronounced  satisfactory  under 
the  Biological  Tests,  Of  the  sixteen  samples  submitted  to  the 
Methylene  Blue  Test,  however,  one  was  completely  decolourised  at  the 
end  of  five  hours  and  this  result  indicated  that  the  keeping  quality 
of  the  particular  sample  was  unsatisfactory.  You  will  appreciate 
that  this  raw  milk  sample  was  taken  from  a  farm  over  which  the  Council 
have  no  immediate  control,  and,  therefore,  upon  receipt  of  the 
unsatisfactory  result  I  contacted  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and 
Fisheries  and  requested  them  to  investigate  through  their  Local 
Inspector,  Together  with  this  Officer  I  carried  out  the  necessary 
investigations,  and  after  detailed  inspections  had  been  completed 
we  were  somewhat  perturbed  over  the  undermentioned  two  details;  viz:- 
(i)  The  accuracy  of  the  farmer  Ts  th& rmomo  ter 

and  (ii)  His  practice  of  rinsing  containers  in  cold  water  after 
sterilisation. 

The  farmer  was  instructed  upon  these  two  matters,  and  since  that  date 
I  have  had  no  further  cause  for  complaint  in  respect  of  samples  taken 
from  his  farm,

The  following  results  and  particulars  of  samples  taken  in 
this  district  on  behalf  of  my  Council  by  the  Derbyshire  County  Council 
Food  and  Drugs  Authority  have  once  again  been  supplied  to  me  by  the 
County  Analyst,  Mr.  RAM  Sutton,  B.Sc,,  F.R.I.C.,  F.C.S. 

w  30  Samples,  including  13  Milks,  wore  taken  under  the  above  Act 
in  the  area  of  the  TTirksworth  Urban  District  Council  during  the 
year  1957.  Ho  serious  irregularities  wero  disclosed  and  no 
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proceedings  were  taken. 

One  sample  of  Channel  Island  T.T.  Pasteurised  Milk  contained 
added  water.  An  investigation  at  the  plant  of  the  Dairy  Co,  concerned 
resulted  in  the  alteration  of  a  faulty  procedure. 

The  remaining  samples  were  classed  as  satisfactory." 


FISH  -  FRYING  PREMISES. 

The  three  Fish  Frying  Premises  in  this  Area  have  all  received 
routine  inspections  during  the  year,  and  I  am  pleased  to  he  able  to 
report  that  the  conditions  obtaining  therein  are  satisfactory. 

No  further  structural  alterations  have  been  carried  out  to  any  of 
the  fish  flying  promises  during  the  year  under  review,  but  the 
Proprietor  of  one  of  the  Shops  which  had  no  refrigerator  has  now  provided 
one. 

The  only  other  changes  which  have  taken  place  worthy  of  mention,  with 
regard  to  these  establishments,  have  been  Managerial  ones. 

The  procedure  of  "Voluntary  Surrender"  has  continued  to  work 
satisfactorily,  and  in  no  instances  has  it  been  necessary  to  take 
Statutory  Action  over  the  condemnation  of  diseased  or  unsound  fish.

Once  more  I  have  received  the  full  co-operation  of  H.M.  Inspector  of 
Factories,  Mr.  R.L,  Lind,  and  whenever  necessary  we  have  discussed  problems 
and  on  a  number  of  occasions  we  have  visited  Factories  in  this  Urban  Area 


together. 
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In  July  of  this  year,  Mr.  Lind  was  transferred  to  Nottingham 
and  Miss  J.B,  Hopgood  became  the  Inspector  in  charge  of  the  Derby 
District  which  includes  tho  Wirksworth  Urban  Area. 

Although  I  have  not  yet  had  the  pleasure  of  meeting  Miss  Hbpgood, 

I  have  had  correspondence  with  her  concerning  one  particular  factory;  the 
outcome  of  which  was  most  satisfactory. 

Throughout  the  year,  the  Factory  Inspector  has  kept  me  fully 
informed  of  all  deletions,  additions  or  changes,  together  with  information 
regarding  tho  use  of  mechanical  power  in  Factories  within  the  Urban  Area, 
and  your  Registers  have  boon  duly  amended  and  brought  up  to  date. 

BAKEHOUSES. 

As  will  be  soon  from  my  statistics  under  General  Sanitary 
Administration  at  the  commencement  of  this  report,  one  of  the  throe 
Bakehouses  in  tho  Y/irksworth  Urban  District  still  remains  out  of  use. 

The  usual  regular  routine  visits  of  inspection  have  been  made 
to  tho  two  Bakehouses  which  are  operating,  and  tho  following  improvements 
have  been  made  to  tho  Bakehouse  situated  in  the  Town  Centre 

1.  A  new;  concrete  floor  in  the  storeroom. 

2.  A  new  automatic  mixer  provided,  and 

t 

3.  A  new  wash-basin  fitted  in  the  Bakehouse. 

The  moro  modern  type  of  Bakehouse  situated  in  tho  Middleton 
Area  continues  to  maintain  a  good  standard  of  hygiene. 

The  actual  products  from  both  these  Bakehouses  appear  to  be  of 
a  good  standard,  and  I  have  had  no  complaints  whatsoever  from  tho  Public 
concerning  bread  or  confectionery  during  the  period  under  review. 

CONCLUDING  REMARKS. 

I  should  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  expressing  my 
appreciation  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council  and  to  the  Officers 
and  Staff  of  all  departments  for  their  assistance  throughout  the  year,  and 
in  conclusion  I  should  like  to  thank  the  Foreman  and  Vorkraen  of  the  Jliblic 
Health  Department  for  their  co-operation  in  carrying  out  the  essential  day- 
to-day  routine  duties.
